DIFFERENT TYPES OF JEWS. 


The Israeliti«h Race In Divided Into 


Two Parts. 


We continually -hear of the Isra'elitish 


race. It is spoken of as the most homo- 
geneous of races, and the most refrac- 
tory, says the Monist. But it is strong- 
ly diverse. Anthropologists are accus- 
tomed to divide it into two parts -well 
distinguished—the dolichocephalic and 
the brachycephalic. To the first type 
belong, .the Sephardim Jews, the Span- 
ish and the Portug-uese Jews, even the 
larger part of the Jews of Italy. and 
southern France. To the sesortd belong 
the Askennzim Jews—that is to say, the 
Polish Russian and German Jews. In 
Africa we find agricultural and nomadic 
Jews allied to the Ka.byles and to the 
Berbers near Setif, from Guelma and 
Biskra, .to the frontiers of Morocco. 
They travel in caravans to Timbuctoo, 
and some of their tribes upon the con- 
fines of the Sahara are black, as for in- 
stance the Daggatomis, as are also the 
Falachas Jaws of Abyssinia. In India 
white Jews are found in Bombay, and 
black Jews ia Cochin. As to the Jews 
in China, they are not only allied to 
the Chinese who surround them, but 
they have even adopted their customs 
and the religion of Confucius. It is well 
known that in Italy they speak Italian, 
as in France they speak French, and in 
Germanj' German. 
A language is 


learned and spoken, by two -peoples 
which have no other point of contact.

Some Annoyance. 


One afternoon last summer I was 


standing on the great .suspension 
bridge just below Niagara falls look- 
ing at the great cataract and admiring 
the wonderful colors of the green and. 
blue river 200 feet below. Several work- 
men were engaged -in painting the 
bridge, and I became interested in their 
operations. 'It required no little en- 
gineering skill to rig up an apparatus 
by which to enable a painter to traverse 
the giant guy rope cables which radiate 
from the center of the bridge, fan- 
shape, toward either'end of the struc- 
ture.

It was propped up 
and tipped to one side, so that the water 
would all run out at one place where a- 
kettle was placed'to catch it. Hot water 
was poured in. the barrel and allowed to 
run slowly through the ashes. Their 
lye was in lirpiid' form, and was tested 
for soap rrmking by boiling it'unti^' 
when a feather was held in ,itv the-Jye 
would ent up all but the rib./ The 
now much easier to use, and" is msrfe cea/i 
venient to keep on hnmJ.—Housekeeper.
